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MANKIND’S MASTER MIND 
The human brain contains some IO bil­ 
lion nerve cells, or neurons, that form in­ 
terconnections whose number far surpasses 
all the stars of the universe. This is the 
source of the infinite complexity of indi­ 
vidual behavior. 
Human civilization is something like that, 
being built up out of the complex intercon­ 
nections of the increasing millions of people. 
But there are no built-in, natural connec­ 
tions between people. They have to com­ 
municate by “artificial” means. 
Obviously, no individual can talk per­ 
sonally with everyone else. 
By means of 
radio and television, however, he can ad­ 
dress an unlimited number at one time. 
Records and tapes add a time dimension 
to that ability. 
But only the printed word allows others 
to absorb a man’s thoughts at their leisure 
—and only through print can a man project 
his thoughts into the future, either near or 
distant, and fasten upon the minds of oth­ 
ers. 
Just as the brain receives a constant flood 
of information from the environment, so is 
human society being flooded with news, 
ideas, facts, developments and discoveries 
in the arts and sciences and every walk of 
life. 
The result is a worsening log jam .n the 
channels of information and a serious time 
lag before the majority of men can absorb 
and understand these changes. 
It is as if that part of an individual brain 
which screens out all but essential infor­ 
mation suddenly stopped working, allowing 
sensations from every nerve end to flood 
the conscious mind. 
H ie effect would be chaotic and paralyz­ 
ing. The situation in the field of scientific 
publications is approaching that state. 
That is why some say we must begin to 
develop a “world brain”—a system to co­ 
ordinate, screen and contain the world’s 
growing know ledge. 
The idea of a world brain was originated 
by H. G. Wells back in 1937 and was re­ 
vived recently by Watson Davis, editor of 
Science Service, in testimony before a 
House subcommittee. 
Like so many other Wellsian ideas, the 
world brain was ahead of its time. But re­ 
cent 
advances 
in 
computers, 
microfilm 
techniques and the transmission of informa­ 
tion have made a world brain entirely 
feasible. 
As Davis said, we already have the know­ 
how; all we need is the “let’s-do.” 


BOOST FOR A TAX CUT 
The Treasury Department has issued an 
optimistic analysis of the tax cut measure 
which, with Ways and Means Committee 
approval, now awaits action by the House 
of Representatives. After due allowance 
has been made for Treasury’s interest in 
urging enactment, much of what is said 
a pf >ears to be sound. 
It appears so, that is, to those who ac­ 
cept the basic premise that a tax reduc­ 
tion w ill give the national economy a much 
needed stimulus by pouring billions more 
into spending on goods and services. This 
is expected to create new jobs and ulti­ 
mately result in even more tax revenue 
because of the economic growth. 
This concept is opposed on two related 
grounds. One is the argument that deficit 
financing is inherently wrong, and that tax 
revenue should not lie cut without a cor­ 
responding reduction in federal expendi­ 
ture. The corollary to this is that if taxes 
are to be cut this should be done only in 
periods of recession and not at a time of 
relative prosperity as at present. 
These arguments have been given a full 
hearing, as was proper. They will be heard 
again as the tax measure goes through the 
mill of debate. But on balance it seems 
reasonable to give the tax cut-stimulus 
theory a fair trial. 
The tax program, says the Treasury De­ 
partment, “will lift the repressive weight 
of income tax rates imposed on the econ­ 
omy in wartime to restrain demand, and 
permit it to grow more rapidly and create 
additional jobs.” It goes on: “That is what 
it was designed for: to accelerate economic

TIME FOR VICE PRESIDENTIAL TALK 
The time has come to talk about Vice Presi­ 
dential candidates. I say this because of the wide­ 
spread feeling in Republican circles the “Gold- 
w ate r’s got it”- meaning, of course, the Presi­ 
dential nomination. It is not so much that Re­ 
publicans are certain th a t Barry is the man with 
the potential to beat a popular Kennedy. There 
are differences of opinion on that. But many po* 
sible local Republican candidates for state and 
Congressional offices are sure that, even with a 
losing Barry Coldwater at the head of the ticket, 
they themselves would have a better chance of 
pulling through. 
B arry,” says one pro, “would 
put steam behind local tickets.” 
W ith Barry “in” so far as first place on the 
Republican slate is concerned, as seems to be 
conceded even by New York Times Washington 
correspondents who would never vote for him. 
the question of balancing the ticket becomes up­ 
permost. It goes w ithout saving that a Vice Presi­ 
dent on a Coldwater ticket must be differentiated 
from Coldwater on both a regional and a philoso­ 
phical basis. Plotting the choice mechanically, the 
Vice Presidential nomination should go to Gov­ 
ernor Nelson Rockefeller or to S enator Jacob 
Javits. both of “liberal” and undeniably eastern 
New York State. However, the cut-and-dried me­ 
chanics of the situation break down in this p ar­ 
ticular case. If women have been truly outraged 
by Rockefeller's divorce and rem arriage to a 
divorced mother, they would object to him as a 
second place man no less than as head of the 
ticket. 
Moreover. Rockefeller has the Achilles 
tem peram ent: if he can’t be the leader, it is 
doubtful that he would he willing to take a po­ 
sition as second in command. 
Javits, of course, is something else again. But 
Javits has been so blatantly at odds with every­ 
thing that Coldwater stands for that a Goldwater- 
Javits slate might seem offensively cynical. The 
Democ!ats would be able to make an inordinate 
am ount of election day yardage merely by playing 
up the ideological clash between Coldwater and 
Javits as is proved by their respective Senatorial 
voting record*. 
So w rite New York State off, then, as good 
quarrying ground for Republican Vice Presiden­ 
tial tim ber in 1964 That is. write it off if Senator 
Keating, who would provide a good geographical 
and philosophical balance, still insists on run­ 
ning again for the Senate, as he seems so whole­ 
heartedly intent upon doing. 
W ith New York out for such special reasons, 
the choice narrows down to any one of three or 
four populous industrial states in the northeast­ 
ern q u arter of the nation. Senator Case of New 
Jersey shares the shortcomings of S enator Javits; 
he is too blatantly “libera!” to seem like a sin­ 
cere offering on a Coldwater ticket. Governor 
Scranton of Pennsylvania, a liberal with just 
enough protective coloration in fiscal m atters to 
be palatable to conservatives, would m ake a fair 
choice f ir a Coldwater running mate. Ohio's Gov­ 
ernor Rhodes is another possibility, though his 
personality may seem at first glance to he too 
colorless and unobtrusive to generate election day 
sparks. Illinois' own "E v” Dirkson. Senate Minor­ 
ity Leader, cimex appropriately from a state that 
can be considered on the outerm ost edge of the 
industrial N ortheast and hence would provide 
geographical balance to Arizona's Coldwater. But 
the philosophical balance here would manifestly 
be missing. 
My own feeling is th at the best running mate 
for C oldw ater would be the man from Michigan, 
Governor George Romney. As a Presidential pos­ 
sibility he has been running way ahead of Gov­ 
ernor Scranton in the public opinion polls. This 
popularity could rub off on him as Vice Presi­ 
dential timber. Although the United Automobile 
W orkers did not endorse him for Governor of 
Michigan, Romney has pulling power in labor 
circles because of the generous profit-sharing con­ 
tract with the UAW local which he helped write 
when he was head of the American Motors Com- 
pany. He has been against Industrial “bigness,” 
which should endear him to the liberals who fear 
the power of the corporations. Incidentally, his 
old labor relations m an in American 
Motors, 
Eddie Cushman, wrould m ake a wonderful Sec­ 
retary of Labor. 
W ith all his liberal coloration. Romney, a top­ 
flight industrialist, could not he anathem a to 
believers in free enterprise. And his Mormon re­ 
ligious affiliation is a guarantee that he would 
not be In favor of centralizing all the welfare 
services of the nation under a Washington bu­ 
reaucracy. The

Drug Addiction Problem 
Through Eye* of a Doctor 
Narcotics is a subject that concerns all of us 
because of its close relationship to juvenile de­ 
linquency. 
It is also a subject about which there 
is still a great deal of confusion and emotionally 
charged difference of ojiinlon. 
Before there can be an addle! there moat 
hp a susceptible person, availability of an ad- 
dietion-produelng drug, and an environment 
that favors addition. 
Must of the addicts who make drug addiction 
the sci ions problem it is are young men between 
the ages of 16 and 30. 
The chief drug of addiction is heroin. 
F.nvi- 
ronm ental factors include overcrowding in sub­ 
standard dwellings in large cities, and gangs in 
which addiction is accepted as a way of hie. 
D rug addiction is a tiuly deplorable illness 
In a well-meaning attem pt to protect the poten­ 
tial addict the Harrison N arcrtic Act was passed 
in 1914. 
This law has unfortunately had the op­ 
posite effect. 
By making it a criminal offense for physicians 
to treat addicts by giving them maintenance doses 
of drugs it had the effect of causing doctors to 
step treating addicts. 
The average addict who can get his drugs reg­ 
ularly can manage to live a fairly normal lite. 
Many persons in high places have maintained such 
an addiction without even their closest associates 
ever suspecting that they were taking drugs 
When, however, we m ake it hard for the addict 
to get his daily supply, he will suffer the extreme 
tortures of withdrawal. 
To prevent this he will steal or even commit 
m urder. 
Since the doctors can no longer treat 
his illness he is forced to turn to the underworld 
for treatm ent. 
Many addicts, in order to insure their own 
supply, become dope peddlers and induce other 
susceptible persons to become addicts 
Thus a 
bad situation not only perpetuates 
itself but 
spreads. 
Since the number of victims of this vicious 
system cannot be known accurately, estim ates of 
the num ber Sn the United States range from 
60.00(1 to one million. The true figure is probably 
somewhere in between. 
A note of optimism has 
recently been sounded. 
Although most young men who ar* taken off 
drugs relapse quickly, there is a growing evidence 
that w hen they reach the age of 30 to 33, many 
(not alii, voluntarily break the habit. 
This is 
believed to be a sign of their reaching a new 
level of m aturity. 
THU still does not solve the problem of the 
w asted years, the prevention of addiction In 
a new crop of youngsters, or the treatment 
of older persons who cannot break the habit. 
One of the first steps that must be taken is 
to am~nd the laws in such a w av as to place tre a t­ 
ment back in the hands of legitimate doctors.
